Mr. Ball . Our policy coward Cuba is based upon the 
assessment that it doa^ not today constitute a military 
threat to the United States. Without doubt it is an 
economic burden for the Sino- Soviet bloc. It has 
value to uie bloc primarily as a base for the subversive 
activites of international coasmmisxn in the Weseetn 
Hemisphere. 

In tne last few weeks we nave read much in the news- 
papers of the military buildup of Cuba by Che Soviet 
Union. Quite clearly it does not constitute a threat 
to tne Ifoiced States. 

Since July, when the volume of Soviet military 
a&LgBgafea &a Cuba suddenly vaulted upward, 85 shiploads 
figytwd life jguban ports. Many of tnem carried military 
ItseBg* awfrll es , and personnel. These shipments have 
co nsisted , in part, of types of weapons previously 
delivered to the Cuban armed forces » including more 

tanks, 


frank ft . ap If* propel lea 'guns , *anJ otner'^round force 
equipment. Hie major tonnage in recent snijmencs, aov - 
ever, has been devoted to SA-2, surface-to-air missiles 
(SAMS) --together with all the related gear and e quip - 
m ant necessary for their Installation arid operation. To 
date, 15 SAM si tea nave, baen established in the la land . 
We estimate the total may eventually reach 25. Thmgm are 
antiaircraft missiles having a slant ran^e of 20 go 2S 
miles . 

In addition, three and poss i bly four miss 1 lis stt&z 
of a different type have been identified. These s ites are 
similar to known Soviet coastal defense missile sites chat 
a re be l ieved to accosaaodate antishlppin& missiles vita a 
ra nge o f 20 to 35 miles. Quite likely several more sucn 
sices will be installed . 

Cufefe Is jv estimated to have 60 older type ML? jet 
aircraft, In addition, at least one aavancec Jejt - 
ia&ergftpeor is usually equipped wit h Infra-red air-to-air 
missiles. We e stimate that the total of chese advanced

In addition, 16 Komar class guided missile, patrol 
boats which carry two short-range missiles (11 to 17 miles) 
were included in recent shipments. 

About 4,500 Soviet military snecialists have arrived, 
including construction men and technicians. 

Mr. Kltch in. In assessing the military threat to the 
United States, I assume you base that statement, and so baa 
the administration- -the executive branch — on the lack of as 
aggressive and offensive type of base being established in 
the island of Cuba. 

Mr. Ball . That is right. Our information with regard 
to the availability of armament to Cuba, including the ship- 
ments which have been received in the recent buildup, is, we 
believe, quite complete. Our intelligence is very good and 
vary hard. 

All thm indications are that this is equipment which 
is baaic&Ily of a defensive capability, and th t it does not 
offer any offensive capabilities to Cuba as against the United 
States or the other nations of the hemisphere.

Mr. Klgchfo? , : Xft4cn«aHgft &&$ Jom£ ftp by hand— how 
true or not, and how authentic it is , I will have to 
rely on your statement --that Cuba has received in recent 
days sosse air-breathing type offensive missiles with a 
range, with a booster effort, of souse 130 nautical miles. 
If that is true, I would certainly think that would be 
an offensive weapon. 

Mr. Ball . That is not what our intelligence shows, 
Mr. Chairman. I have attempted to give a summary fater© of 
the situation based on the intelligence estimates which 
the intelligence community has made with regard to this, 

Mr. Kitchin . So, there is no information in your 
possession that such an air-breathing type of missile 
has been received in Cuba 9 

Mr. Ball . That is correct, sir. 

This information is up to date as of yesterday. 


Mr. Lipscomb . Mr. Secretary, jou have made a state- 
ment on a couple of occasions here thet you know that no

Mr. Ball . In the fi at place, our Intelligence with 
respect to Cuba, as I say, is very hard and very %ac& 
and very cotaprehensive, as a result of the number of 
refugees constantly coming out, and other kinds of 
opportunities that are provided to gain information with 
regard to the Cuban situation. 

In the second place, I mentioned to you that the 
Cocom list which was primarily a list designed for in- 
dustrialized economies is not of great direct relevance 
to the Cuban situation because the types of goods it 
ee8£$s^l4£8S pare not the kinds of goods which would be 
of v&sy grsat benefit to Cuba.

Then the only difference there which 
would reflect in your intelligence information and mine 
is that I have information that these are of a booster 
type, and when boosted and assisted they have a range of 
130 nautical milea. If that can be clarified and without 
any violation of security we would like to have it done 
for ths xGQ&sd.

Tfee evidence we have on the three (possibly four) 
surface-to-surface missile complexes in Cuba 
(including the one at Banoa) indicates that they are 
similar to known Soviet coastal defense missile in- 
stallations and they are capable of firing to a range 
of 25 to 35 nautical miles. 

Up to this point we have no evidence that there 
are any sur r ace-to-surface missile installations in 
Cuba capable of firing to a greater ran^e. 
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
